Washington, March 11.—The presi- 
dent sent to the senate to-day the fol- 
lowing nominations: Thomas W. Pal- 
mer, of Michigan, to be envoy extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary of 
the United States to Spain; John F. 
Swift, of California, to be envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
of the United States to Japan; John D. 
Washburn, of Massachusetts, to be min- 
ister resident and consul general of the 
United States to Switzerland; George C. 
Tichenor, of Illinois, to be assistant 
secretary of the treasury, vice Isaac 
Wayward, resigned. 


In the executive session of the senate 
the nominations were received and re- 
ferred to the appropriate committees 
when completed. 
Nine of the nomina- 
tions which had been sent to the senate 
were confiraaed.

Kepresen- 
tative Lacid, of Nebraska, is still very 
ill. 
Bepresentative Cutcheon, of Mich- 
igan, is much better, and will be out in 
in a few days. Ex-Bepresentative Yoder 
has recovered from a brief illness, and 
is now able to be out again. . 


Senator Beck, of Kentucky, who has 
been 
sick 
for many months, 
and 
who lias been traveling in the south for 
his health, appeared in the senate to- 
day.

If vote-buying flourishes 
in Indiana at the next election, it will 
not be for want of rigid laws against it. 


GENEBAIJ ADAM BASEAU h a s begun 
suit against Charles L. Webster & Co. 
to recover «22,500 damages for their 
failure to publish his work, "Grant in 
Peace," which he declares the firm 
agreed to put before the public, printed 
and bound, as a companion volume to 
Grant's "Memoirs." 


THERE is a great rush of immigration 
into southern California owing to the 
reported discovery of rich gold mines on 
that peninsula. Provisions and potables 
in the mining camp are almost unpro- 
curable, in fact nothing is plenty and 
cheap but gold, if we may believe the 
reports of "mining experts." 


MR. BARRETT'S ten year street im- 
provement bill was approved last Satur- 
day. Under the provision of this law 
all incorporated cities and towns can 
improve streets, assess the property- 
holders and give them ten years to pay 
by issuing bonds. 
The bill applies to 
the board of public works for the city of 
Indianapolis. 
This system of improve 
ment exists in Kansas City, Omaha, and 
other western cities. 


WHUiE the Oatette is discoursing

The idea 
that every election in the south is un- 
fair is too foolish for discussion, as is 
the assumption that any one upholds a 
political quarrel that leads to assassina- 
tion.

THE indications are that the social 
features of the new administration will 
be as brilliant and imposing as they can 
be made by the vast wealth which is 
centered in the Harrison cabinet and in 
the United States senate. 
It is known 
that the ample means of Vice President 
Morton will be employed in maintain- 
ing an establishment on a scale of latge 
magnificence.

ly meet the social obligations which at- 
tach to his position, and he will not be 
restricted as to means in dispensing a 
generous and elaborate 
hospitality. 
Postmaster General 
Wanamaker has

are presumably not unwilling to employ 
their mon^ for aoquiring the influence 
which attaches to sodal distinction.

half of the laboring men whom I have 
the honor to represent. 


The law was in a spirit of vindictive- 
ness placed on the statue book of Indi- 
ana, and for this reason, if for no other, 
it ought to be repealed. 
It was enacted 
shortiy after the fierce struggle between 
labor and corporate monopoly in 1877, 
when the great leader of the republican 
party said that a dollar a day was enough 
for a laboring man. 
It was enacted by 
the republican legislature of 1881, in 
obedience to the demands of the corpor- 
ations which have always controlled 
and dictated its policy and its law. The 
senator from Wayne asked: 
"What la- 
boring man is asking for the repeal of 
this law?" I say to him and to every 
other senator that ninty-nine out of 
every 100 laboringmen in my county 
are asking for a repeal of this law, and 
they are all 
peaceable, 
industrious 
and law-abiding men inside Wayne or 
any other county in Indiana, and they 
will not diftmmit crimes against the rail- 
road companies in this state any more 
without this statute than they would if 
the law shall remain in force. 
The law 
is so severe in its penalties that is im- 
possible to enforce it in any court of 
Indiana or before any jury. 


I will say if the senator from Wayne 
desires to know who is asking the repeal 
of this law, he will find that the broth- 
erhood of locomotive 
engineers, the 
brotherhood of locomotive firemen, all 
brakemen, and all the organized labor 
of Indiana have come to this senate ask- 
ing the repeal of this law. 
Mr. Presi- 
dent, I can not imagine why it should 
be a greater offense under the.law to pre- 
vent a railroad company or express com- 
pany to carry on its business than any 
other citizen of the state. I believe that 
it ought to have the same rights, but no 
more. The same sort of an offense 
against an individual is punished by a 
fine of a dollar and costs, or the offender 
may be compelled to give bond for sure- 
ty of the peace, but for the same offense 
against a railroad or express company 
the offender may be sent to prison for 
twenty-one .years. 


I say again, that it is because of the 
extreme penalties of this law that it has 
come into disrepute among a large 
number of the law-abiding citizens of 
this state, who regard it as class legisla^ 
tion aud an insult to the men who are 
engaged by these companies. 


I don't believe with the senator from 
Montgomery, that bis farmer Constitu- 
encies would be affected by the repeal of 
this law at all. 


Senator 
from Montgomery—"Does 
the senator from Allen ever think of the 
dear farmer." 


Senator Barrett—"I love the farmer. 
I went barefooted on the farm myself. 
My life from infancy to manhood was 
spent upon the farm. 
I know their 
hardships and what it is to labor from 
early dawn to dark. I believe in justice 
and fairness that this law ought to be 
repealed 
and especially this section 
2,127, and for the reason that I have 
stated, that it grew out of an angry con- 
test by the men who thought they wore 
oppressed by the corporate power of the 
country. It is no equal contest between 
the laboring man and the rich corpora- 
tion. 
The former is compelled to daily 
toil to secure food for his wife and little 
ones; has no choice but to yield to the 
oppressive demands of corporate greed.'' 


The man who has the courage to stand 
up for the rights of the people is sneered 
at as being a demagogue. 
The dema- 
gogue, in my opinion, is one who advo- 
cates what he does not believe; he is the 
man who offers amendments to bills but 
does not give them his support. The 


man who is honest in his oonviotionsi, 
and has the courage to say so, whether 
he is mistaken or not, and while his 
judgment may err, yet, he, in my opin- 
ion, is not a demagogue. 
In modem 
times the patriot is regarded 
some as 
the man who bows and kneels to the god 
of wealth, the man who secures a cabi- 
net position by raising $400,000 to cor- 
rupt the voters, the man who bids for 
high official position and secures it by 
the largeness of the bid. 
But if to 
advocate the rights of the people by 
voice and vote is to be a demagc^e, 
then I am willing to take my place with 
the senator from Clarke, and be rcoord- 
ed as voting for the bill.

The United States cávilnservice OMn- 
missioners will hold an examination, at 
I the government building in this city, on 
Thursday, March 28th, for examing ap- 
plicants for clerkships for the depart- 
mental service of the government at 
Washington. 
There are thousands 
young men all ovw the country seeking 
these govemmmtal clerkships, under 
the impression that it would be a grand 
thing to live at the national capital and 
draw the princely salary of $900 or $1, 
200 a year, which most of them receive. 


"It may be so, but I certainly would 
not advise any young man who is get- 
ting fair wages at home to try it," said a 
gentleman, who has lived at Washing- 
ton, to our reporter, yesterday. 
"It 
costs that to live at the capital," he con- 
tinued, "and one can grow old there in 
the departments and never amount to 
anything more 
than a 
government 
clerk, while if a young man has energy 
and ability he may rise to something at 
home and prove a successful business 
or professional man." 


The great bulk of the poédtions for 
whidi examinations are held are for the 
departmental service. 
This includes 
the limited and tiie general examina- 
tions. 
Those passing the former, and 
securing positions in the service, get 
from $720 to $900 a year^ and the exam- 
ination is limited to orthography, pen- 
manship, copying and arithmetic. 
The 
general examination is more difficult, 
and in addition to üie above, includes 
higher arithmetic, bookeeping, elements 
of the English language, letter writing, 
the proper construction of sentences, 
geography, history and the government 
of the United States. 


"Is the examination hardf asked our 
reporter of a young man who had been 
through the "mill," and who was recent- 
ly in the city. 


"Well no, not exactly. 
To a fellow 
who has been a school teacher or just 
fresh from college, I dont think that it 
is, but it would catch lots of business 
men where the hair is short. There are 
men that are magnificent bank cashiers, 
bookkeepers, lawyers, ministers, etc., 
who couldn't pass it. 
They would get 
stuck before they got half through. But 
then let me tell you and then you can 
have some idea how it is yourself. 


"I was examined at Cleveland with a 
class of about seventy others. 
We were 
seated at a long row of tables in the 
United States court room, and the ex- 
amination was conducted by three ex- 
aminers, ooe of whom fired the ques- 
tions at us while the other two fellows 
were placed their, I g^ess, to see that 
no cheating was done, for they watched 
us closer than our old Hoosier school- 
mastei-s used to do on examination day, 
and you know, that was like a hawk. 


'The first exercise was one in pen- 
manship. The chief examiner read a 
long prose passage which we were ex- 
pected to copy and punctuate properly. 
The copying covered a page or two of 
foolscaii paper and, as twenty words 
were read a minute, and six without a 
pause, it made our pens fly pretty fast 
to complete the passage by the time the 
gavel fell when our papers were gathered 
up, without allowing us to correct mis- 
takes, or. anything else, and sent up to 
the examiner's desk, with our names 
etc. on them. 


'Then came an exercise in spelling in 
which all the difficult words in the En- 
glish language, it seemed to me, were 
I)oked at us. 
This was followed by an 
examination in arithmetic, which con- 
sisted 
of some 
two 
dozen 
ques- 
tions in fractions, percentage, inter- 
est, discount, book-keeping and higher 
arithmetic generally. 
Were they diffi- 
cult? 
Well, just let me give you a few 
of them and you can see. 
One of the 
questions read: 


"From 1,000 grains of pure gold may 
be coined 279 of the ten mark pieces of 
Germany. 
One grain is equivalent to 
15.482329 troy grains. 
What is the 
equivalent in United States gold dollars 
of the ten mark piece, decimally ex- 
pressed?" 


'Another question read: 'The market 
rate ot a five per cent, stock is eighty- 
five and one-half per cent.; if the pur- 
chaser pays brokerage (at one-fourth pa: 
cent, par valve) what rate of interest 
does he receive on his investm^t?' 


'And then here's another: 
'I ex- 
changed $877,144 of stock, bflftring five 
per cent interest at sixty-nine pezjoent 
for stock beaiing seven per oent. intec- 
est, at ninety-two per eent., tiie interest, 
on each stock having been jost paid. 
What is the cash gain and per cent., if 
money is worth six per cent?' 


•These were not the easiest nor tibe 
most diffloolt and I give tiiiitt faeoftnsa I 
can reoall them frmn memocaadnms I 
took al the time, bat there w«re a 
few that the examiner pat 
OS that I 
imagine would pásele even a mathenat^ 


ioal professor tosolv«in the time that 
was given to as. Of cooiae, t h ^ can be 
solved Iqr a stadent who is in trim, bat 
take a fellow who has been away from 
his books for a half dozen years or more, 
as I have been, and he'll not find them 
as easy as adding up a row of figures. 
Just try them and see. 


"Then followed some exercises in 
syntax, letter writing, and book-keep- 
ing, and the examination dosed with a 
number of questions in history and ge- 
ography, three of which I will give you. 


" 'Give the date and circumstances of 
the Louisiana purchase?' 


" 'In what wars did the following bat- 
tles occur: 
Lundy's 
Lane, 
Eutaw 
Springs, Gettysburg, Palo Alto, Mon- 
mouth, Heights of Abraham, and Sara- 
toga? 


" 'Describe the course of the following 
rivers, giving the source, direction and 
mouth of each: 
Hudson, Delaware, 
Potomac, Ohio, Missouri, and Arkan- 
saw." 


The examination lasts seven hours, 
and is done on paper. After it is over 
the papers are all gathered up and sent 
to Washington, where there are graded 
by a special examining committee, and 
those who pass at over 65 per cent, are 
placed on the list of eligibles. 
When a 
department officer wants a clerk the 
four names with the highest grade are 
given him, and he choses one of the 
number. Some young men who passed 
the examination successfully over a year 
ago have not yet secured positions, and 
it it is impossible to tell when they will 
do so. At best, a position in the de- 
partments at Washington is one that 
promises no great advancement, but 
there is an army of young men after 
them, and the examination here on the 
28th inst., will witness a number of ap- 
plicants for examination.

The United States civil-oervioe oom- 


misaioiien* will hold an examination, at 
the government building in this city, ou 
Thursday, March 28th, for cunning ap- 
plicants for clerkships for the depart- 
mental service of ..the government at 
Washington. There are thousands of 
young men all over the country seeking 
these gove<nmaital clerkships, under 
the impression that it would be it grand 
thing to live at the national capital and 
draw the princely ualmry of $900 or $1,- 
200 * year, which most of them receive. 


'It may be so, but I certainly would 


not advise any young man who is get- 
ting fair wages at home to try it," said a 
gentleman, who has lived at Washing- 
ton, to oar reporter, yesterday. 
"It 


costs that to live at the capital," he con- 
tinned, "and one can grow old there in 
the departments and never amount to 
anything more than a government 
olork, while if a young man has energy 
and ability he may rise to something at 
home and prove a successful business 
or professional man." 


The great bnlk of the position!* for 


which examination!* are held are for the 
departmental service. 
This includes 


the limited and the general examina- 
tions. Those passing the former, and 
ewuring positions in the Bervioe, get 
from $720 to $900 a year, and the exam- 
ination is limited to orthography, pen- 
manship, copying and arithmetic. The 
general examination Is more difficult, 
and in addition to the above, includes 
tiigher arithmetic, bookeeping, elements 
of the English language, latter writing, 
tiie proper construction of sentences, 
geography, history and the government 
of the United Btetos. 


'Is the examination hardf" asked our 


reporter of a young man who had been 
through the "mill," and who was recent- 
ly in the city.

Whnt in the cash gain and per cent., if 
niouoy i» worth aix per cent?' 


"These were not the easiest nor tli 


most difficult and I give them because I 
can recall them from mamnnmdumH I 
took at the time, but there wero a 
few that the examiner put at UH that I

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ical prufwsur to solve iii the time that 
WHS given to UH. Of ooune, they can be 
solved by a ahideut who is in trim, bnt 
take u fellow who hue boon tiway from 
hie books for a half dozeu yeure or more, 
aa I have beeu, and he'll not tliid thorn 
as easy us adding up n tow of figures.

'Tlieii followed some exorcises in 


syutox, letter writing, and book-keep- 
ing, and the examination elosetl with u 
number of queutiona in history and ge- 
ography, three of which I will give you.

The examination lasts seven hours, 


and is done on paper.' After it is over 
the papers are all gathered up and Bent 
to Washington, where there are graded 
by & special examining committee, and 
those who pass at over 65 percent, are 
placed on the list of eligibles. When a 
department officer want* a clerk the 
four names with the highest grade are 
given him, and he chosee one of the 
number. Some young men who passed 
the examination successfully over a year 
ago have uot yet secured positions, and 
it it is impossible to tell when they will 
do BO. At beet, a position in the de- 
partment* at Washington is one that 
promise* no great advancement, but 
there is an army of young men after 
them, and the examination here on the 
28th iust,, will witueM a number of ap> 
plicanfo for examination.
